These claims are considered to be unitary and form the first invention. 

Claim 8 does not include any of the features of claims 1, 6, and 18. Vice 
versa, the fiber disclosed in claim 8 is not mentioned in any of the 
independent claims 1, 6, and 18. Claim 15 does not include any of the 
features of claims 1, 6, 8, and 18 nor is the dispersive arrangement of 
claim 15 mentioned in any other independent claim.. As there is no common 
feature between the three groups of claims there is no common single 
general inventive concept and therefore, these claims are considered to 
be not unitary.
